Honolulu. Hawaiian Islands, Aug. 25. 
—The situation in Hawaii is one 
to 
cause serious apprehension. 
If th e men in the United States sen­ 
ate v. Lu cry “jin^o” on the one hand 
and the m en who fear the term “jin­ 
go” on the other were in Honolulu to­ 
day, they would face a few cold facts 
that would give them a 
change 
of 
heart in less than twenty-four hours. 
It is here at close range that one’s re­ 
spect and admiration grow more and 
more for the government of Hawaii. It 
is a clean government and^jrogrersive 
in the best sense of the word. There 
is no higher civilization nor finer cul­ 
ture in any state of the union than 
right here on the Hawaiian Islands. 
If the Hawaiian republic could sus­ 
tain itself, it would be far better that 
it should go on an independent na­ 
tion. But it cannot stand against the 
tremendous odds—not the royalist ele­ 
ment, for the monarchy is a thing of 
the past—but the steady, firm, 
out­ 
reaching grasp of Japa#. 
It is not the question of annexation 
pure and simple, but back of all the 
diplomacy and sifted to the bottom it 
is the question 
of 
Anglo-Saxon 
or 
Asiatic sovereignty for the Hawaiian 
Islands. 
The United States has two gunboats 
in the harbor of Honolulu, and indi­ 
rectly assumes a protectorate over Ha­ 
waii. 
The time has came when there 
is but one consistent 
course. 
The 
United States should act with decision 
and promptness now', or recall her gun­ 
boats, cease forever the cry of ‘‘hands 
off” to the other nations, and never 
say another w’ord about the annexation 
of the Hawaiian Islands. 
From the Japanese point of view, the 
settlement of the immigration question, 
even to the advantage of Japan, would 
in no manner dispose of the protest 
against annexation. This is the posi­ 
tion taken by the minister of Japan, 
Mr. Shimamura. though he expresses 
himself most guardedly on the subject, 
because of instructions from his gov­ 
ernment.

In them we find the tevelation 
of God Himself—God the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost; and we find provi- 
denc , redemption and christian expe­ 
rience. 
The only way to get at the 
essence of this book is to meditate up­ 
on it. 
Men say that meditation in 
these latter days has become a lost 
art. It ought not to be so. 
We ought 
to have the ability of D»v.id, for in­ 
stance, to sit down and study the mar­ 
velous j udgment of God and all his 
counsels, and then sit down after he 
had studied, and write one of those 
marvelous psalms which have been

of 
all 
ages, 
and 
to 
which 
we 
come 
al­ 
most for 
our personal confession. 
To illustrate the method of comparing 
scripture with scripture he started 
with Christ*s statement in John 3:3, 
Which teaches that to possess spiritual 
faculties a great change must 
be 
brought, and tost 
references were 
brought to show that a new creature 
is the product of this change; that it 
is by Goa’s divine will that a new 
birth is to be gotten; we are new 
creatures in Christ having been cre­ 
ated in the image of God in the first 
place, we are bora again, recreated in 
the image of Jesus Christ, that the 
active agent in creating this change is 
the Holy Spirit.

Today these conditions 
are radically changed, and in all of 
the great institutions of learning the 
bible is reverenced, and its sublime 
truths most heartily endorsed. 
What is true of 
the intellectual 
world Is equally true of advance in 
moral sentiment. 
Intemperance, Sabbath desecration, 
and national vices are yielding to the 
power and influence of the gospel of 
Christ.

"The fish, unable to breathe in the 
half-solid lake, of which the present 
marsh is a remnant, crowded up the 
ive channel of the Reek river, making 
Tor the hole w hich the swift water 
left in the ice below the dam.

of these fish wire bullheads. 
It is 
six miles from the lake up to the 
dam, aud the ice o q the river was 
two feet thick; yet ii rolled and tossed 
like the waves of the sea, so desperate 
was the struggle of the horny host be­ 
neath it. 
"The first arrival of the run of fish 
at the open hole was marked by a 
geyser-like 
eruption 
of bullheads, 
fifty feet across and about twelve feet. 
high. The pressure of the fish behind 
was simply enormous. 
Unable to get 
back into the water, they slid out on 
the ice, covering it in every direction 
to a depth varying from six inches to 
two feet. 
The air was filled with 
strange murmuring sound that could 
be heard for 
miles 
around. 
Old 
settlers say they never have heard 
euch a sound .ainee. 
Dreading some 
unknown calamity they hastened to 
the 6pot.” 
The account goes on to state that 
th* soil of that entire region is still 
rich from the fertilizing agency of 
those bullheads, hauled away from 
the scene of the eruption in hundreds 
of vagon loads. 
Bullheads were fed 
to hogs, and for years afterwards it 
was impossible to find a piece of pork 
along Reek river at that point that 
didn’t taste fishy, and many hogs came 
to show rudimentary gills behind the 
ears. 
Not only do all the old settlers re­ 
member all the details, but their 
respective accounts of them agree psr- 
fectly. 
Further, a farmer up the 
river still owns an old horse named 
Santa Anna, who was rejuvenated by 
that winter’s free indulgence in fish 
diet, and fo* u x years afterwaid was 
trick horse in a circus.
